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JL  he  Heritage  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  is  often 
spoken  of,  but  is  seldom  defined. 

J  t  is  many  things — honor  for  the  past,  help  for  the 
present,  and  hope  for  the  future.

itage,  the  editors  of  the  Record  will,  in  this  and 
subsequent  issues  of  the  alumni  magazine,  attempt 
to  explore  the  lives  of  the  men,  the  traditions,  and 
the  historical  facts  that  have  become  a  part  of  the 
Heritage  of  Hampden- Sydney  College. 


Algernon  Sydney 
Bom  1622— Died  1683 


HE  very  name  of  this  190-year-old  college,  Hampden-Sydney,  comprises  a  vital  part 
of  our  heritage,  for  it  is  a  symbolic  union  of  the  long  and  hard-fought  fight  for  civil 
and  religious  liberty. 

When  the  doors  of  the  college  in  Prince  Edward  County  were  opened  on  January 
1,  1776,  the  names  of  John  Hampden,  opponent  of  the  "ship  money"  tax  during  the 
reign  of  King  Charles  I,  and  Algernon  Sydney,  defender  of  religious  liberty  under  the 
reign  of  King  Charles  II,  were  fresh  in  the  memories  of  the  College's  founders.  The 
first  shots  of  the  American  Revolutions  had  been  fired  some  ten  months  previously — 
shots  fired  because  basic  liberties  were  being  denied.  What  better  name  for  an  insti- 
tution founded  at  this  time  than  those  of  the  tivo  men  who  had  led  the  same  fight  in 
the  Mother  Country? 

Algernon  Sydney  ivas  born  in  1622,  the  second  son  of  Robert,  second  Earl  of  Leicester, 
and  Dorothy,  eldest  daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland.  His  schooling  was  the 
best  the  times  afforded  a  young  man  of  noble  birth.  His  father,  ivho  carried  his  two 
sons  with  him  as  he  traveled  about  Europe  as  an  ambassador,  personally  supervised 
his  sons'  educations. 

In  1659  Algernon  was  sent  to  Sweden  and  Denmark  as  ambassador  to  mediate  a 
peace  between  these  two  countries.  Sydney  succeeded  in  his  mission  beyond  the  question 
of  a  doubt,  but  his  reward  was  strange.   Exile. 

It  was  during  his  stay  at  the  courts  of  Sweden  and  Denmark  that  Charles  II  came 
to  the  throne  of  England.  While  Sydney  had  succeeded  as  a  diplomat  he  had,  on  many 
occasions,  stepped  on  too  many  royal  toes.  Elected  a  member  of  the  historic  Long  Parlia- 
ment in  1645,  Sydney  did  not  take  an  active  part  in  the  activities  of  the  House  until 
several  years  later  ivhen  it  became  evident  that  the  great  English  Revolution  had 
reached  its  crisis  and  would  be  fought  on  the  floor  of  Parliament  and  not  the  battlefield. 
Sydney  took  his  seat,  and  participated  actively  in  the  duties  of  the  House,  as  one  of  the 
warmest  supporters  of  the  new  commonwealth. 

In  1649  Sydney  was  appointed  a  commissioner  to  try  King  Charles  I.  He  attended 
one  meeting  of  the  commission,  and  not  finding  it  "proper"  did  not  return.  Nevertheless, 
he  did  not  doubt  the  guilt  of  the  king,  and  made  no  effort  to  speak  out  against  the 
ultimate  death  sentence.  In  fact,  he  wrote  his  father  from  Denmark  that  "I  do  avow 
that  since  I  came  into  Denmark,  I  have  many  times  so  justified  that  act,  as  people  did 
believe  I  had  a  hand  in  it;  and  never  did  disavow  it  unless  it  were  to  the  king  of  Sweden 
and  Grand  Alaitre  of  Denmark  who  asked  me  privately."  That  he  heartily  concurred 
in  the  abolition  of  royalty  and  the  establishment  of  a  free  commonwealth,  is  evident 
in  the  fact  that  he  immediately  returned  to  London  following  the  execution  of  the  king 
and  took  his  seat  in  Parliament,  where  he  at  once  zealously  cooperated  in  all  the 
measures  proposed  to  sustain  the  new  government. 

Algernon  Sydney's  exile  from  England  was  voluntary.  He  was  not  forced  to  remain 
abroad,  but  with  the  return  of  the  monarchy  he  knew  his  chances  of  survival  at  the 
hands  of  the  man  whose  father '  s  execution  he  had  supported  would  be  slim. 

He  was  not  quieted  by  the  things  which  were  happening  to  other  members  of  the 
"opposition."  He  continued  to  write  and  preach  liberty  during  his  exile  and  after 
his  return  to  England  in  1667 .   He  continued  to  step  on  the  royal  toes. 


On  November  7,  1683,  Algernon  Sydney  was  arraigned  for  high  treason  before  the 
King's  Bench  in  Westminster  Hall.  He  was  convicted  of  the  charge  and  was  beheaded 
on  Tower  Hill  exactly  one  month  later. 

Letters  written  at  various  stages  of  his  life  illustrate  those  qualities  which  make 
Hampden-Sydney  College  proud  of  this  segment  of  her  heritage: 

"The  cause  and  bitterness  against  me,  is  from  my  stiff  adherence  to  the  party  they 
hate.  I  do  not  wonder  at  it:  the  reason  is  sufficient,  but  that  which  the  king  cannot 
avow  without  contradicting  the  very  grounds  upon  which  he  doth  promise  to  govern. 

"The  king  doth  not  give  any  testimony  of  desiring  to  destroy  all  that  were  against 
him,  but  he  will  have  all  to  submit,  to  recant,  to  renounce,  and  ask  pardon.  I  find 
this  and  other  things  are  expected  from  me.  I  can  do  the  first,  cheerfully  and  ivillingly, 
as  he  is  acknowledged  by  the  Parliament;  nothing  of  the  others. 

"These  reasons  have  persuaded  me  to  content  myself  with  a  temporary  exile  as  the 
least  evil  that  is  within  my  power  of  choosing." 

"I  confess  we  are  naturally  inclined  to  delight  in  our  country,  and  I  have  a  particular 
love  to  mine.  I  hope  I  have  given  some  testimony  of  it.  I  think  that  being  exiled  from 
it  is  a  great  evil,  and  would  redeem  myself  from  it  with  the  loss  of  a  great  deal  of  my 
blood.  But  when  that  country  of  mine,  which  used  to  be  esteemed  a  paradise,  is  now 
like  to  be  made  a  stage  of  injury;  the  liberty  which  we  hoped  to  establish  oppressed; 
luxury  and  lewdness  set  up  in  its  height  instead  of  piety,  virtue,  sobriety  and  modesty, 
which  we  hoped  God,  by  our  hands,  would  have  introduced;  the  best  men  of  our  nation 
made  a  prey  to  the  worst;  the  Parliament,  court,  and  the  army  corrupted;  the  people 
enslaved;  all  things  vendible;  no  man  safe  but  by  such  evil  and  infamous  means  as 
flattery  and  bribery;  what  joy  can  I  have  in  my  own  country  in  this  condition?  Is  it 
a  pleasure  to  see  that  all  I  love  in  the  world  is  sold  and  destroyed?  Shall  I  renounce  all 
my  old  principles,  learn  the  vile  court  arts,  and  make  my  peace  by  bribing  some  of  them? 
Shall  their  corruption  and  vice  be  my  safety?  Ah!  no;  better  is  a  life  among  strangers 
than  in  my  own  country  upon  such  conditions.  Whilst  I  live  I  will  endeavor  to  preserve 
my  liberty,  or  at  least  not  to  consent  to  the  destroying  of  it.  I  hope  I  shall  die  in  the  same 
principles  in  which  I  have  lived,  and  will  live  no  longer  than  they  can  preserve  me  .  .  . 

" ...  To  conclude,  the  tide  is  not  to  be  diverted,  nor  the  oppressed  delivered;  but  God 
in  his  time  will  have  mercy  on  his  people.  He  will  save  and  defend  them,  and  avenge 
the  blood  of  those  who  shall  now  perish,  upon  the  heads  of  those  who,  in  their  pride, 
think  nothing  is  able  to  oppose  them.  Happy  are  those  whom  God  shall  make  instru- 
ments of  his  justice  in  so  blessed  a  work!  If  I  can  live  to  see  that  day,  I  shall  be  ripe  for 
the  grave,  and  able  to  say  with  joy,  'Lord  now  lettest  thou  thy  servant  depart  in  peace.' 
Farewell.  My  thoughts  as  to  king  and  state  depending  upon  their  actions,  no  man 
shall  be  a  more  faithful  servant  to  him  than  I,  if  he  make  the  good  and  prosperity 
of  his  people  his  glory;  none  more  his  enemy  if  he  do  the  contrary  ..." 

Algernon  Sydney  did  submit  to  the  ruling  powers  and  return  to  his  native  country 
as  he  had  declared  himself  willing  to  do.  He  did  not  recant,  renounce,  or  ask  the  pardon, 
that  was  expected  of  him.  To  the  last  he  maintained  that  stern  self-reliance,  and 
independence  of  character,  which  never  suffered  him  to  sacrifice  a  principle  to  an 
expediency,  and  which  led  him  to  prefer  a  life  of  exile  in  a  foreign  land,  to  one  of  dis- 
honor and  humiliation  in  his  own  country. 

And  so,  Algernon  Sydney  became  a  part  of  the  Heritage  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College — an  institution  founded  by  men  who,  like  Sydney,  preferred  liberty  to  life.

Loss  Of  A  Good  Citizen 


William  T.  Reed,  Jr. 

"By  inheritance,  training  and  deliberate  choice, 
William  T.  Reed,  Jr.,  was  a  good  citizen.  His  un- 
expected death  at  62  is  a  severe  shock  to  the  Common- 
wealth. Here  at  these  newspapers  it  was  our  good 
fortune  to  have  known  at  first  hand  his  devotion  to 
his  family,  his  business,  his  community  and  his  State, 
and  to  have  witnessed  the  quiet  determination  with 
which  he  pursued  their  best  interests.  A  peace-loving 
man,  he  never  picked  a  fight — nor  did  he  run  away 
from  one — but,  once  engaged  in  a  battle  for  what  he 
believed  to  be  right,  he  fought  hard  and  fought  fair  to 
win  the  victory. 

"As  a  businessman,  concerned  with  tobacco,  TV, 
banking,  life  insurance,  public  utilities  and  farming, 
he  brought  sound  judgment,  high  principles  and  crisp 
decisiveness  to  bear  on  the  problems  at  hand.  In  civic 
undertakings,  whether  soil  and  water  conservation, 
hospital  administration,  politics,  education,  or  pres- 
ervation of  historic  structures,  he  was  a  doer  as  well 
as  a  thinker  and  a  planner.  A  man  of  natural  reserve, 
bordering  on  shyness,  he  had  the  capacity  of  cutting 
to  the  heart  of  the  matter  and  relating  the  indicated 
action  to  what  was  best  for  the  community  and  for 
Virginia. 

"Widely  known  and  respected  throughout  the  Com- 
monwealth— as  had  been  his  father  before  him — 
William  T.  Reed,  Jr.,  will  long  be  remembered  for  his 
quiet  but  substantial  contributions  in  many  fields  of 
public  service.  Richmond,  Goochland  County,  and 
Virginia  are  the  better  for  his  having  lived  a  life  so 
dedicated  to  their  best  interests."

The  above  editorial  by  the  prominent  Richmond 
publisher  David  Tennant  Bryan  is  a  tribute  to  a 
devoted  and  distinguished  Hampden-Sydney  alumnus 
whose  passing  is  widely  mourned.  "Billy"  Reed  was  a 
student    at    Hampden-Sydney    for    just    two    years 


(1922-1924).  But  in  that  short  time  he  impressed  his 
fellow  students  by  his  energy,  his  forthrightness  and 
his  participation  in  significant  campus  activities.  Amid 
his  busy  life  as  president  and  director  of  the  Larus  and 
Brother  Company,  Incorporated,  as  director  of  many 
other  business  enterprises  and  as  active  philanthropist 
and  community  leader,  he  also  found  time  to  be  a 
diligent  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
College.  In  this  capacity  he  showed  not  only  his 
devotion  but  his  rare  capacity  for  penetrating  to  the 
heart  of  an  administrative  or  personnel  problem.  He 
was  signally  able  to  appeal  to  men  of  different  talent 
and  viewpoint  and  to  enlist  their  common  loyalty  to 
the  welfare  of  the  College.  His  services  to  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Virginia  included  his  membership  in 
the  Commission  on  Reorganization  of  State  Govern- 
ment and  the  Commission  on  State  and  Local  Rev- 
enues and  Expenditures.  It  is  clear  from  his  long 
record  of  useful  activities  that  he  was  a  man  whose 
wise  judgment  was  continually  sought  and  whose  life 
was  spent  in  generous  service  to  worthwhile  causes. 
Hampden-Sydney  alumni  who  knew  him  will  unani- 
mously join  in  this  tribute  to  his  memory.

Hampden-Sydney  And  The 
Educational  Ferment 

Higher  education  is  in  the  throes  of  revolutionary 
change.  Many  colleges  are  re-designing  the  curriculum 
so  as  to  provide  fuller  freedom  or  overall  unity  of 
perspective.  Others  are  boldly  experimenting  with 
extended  reading  periods,  programmed  study  and 
independent  research  programs.  Traditional  lecture- 
and-leave-it  methods  are  under  fire.  Willingness  to 
communicate,  free  and  open  discussion  and  member- 
ship in  the  community  of  learning  are  seen  as  basic  to 
mental  growth.  The  team  method  of  teaching  general 
humanities  courses  or  broad  science-orientation  pro- 
grams commend  themselves  to  many  educators.  Field 
studies  of  social  and  industrial  problems  are  said  to  add 
vividness  and  concern  to  the  student's  participation. 
Closed  circuit  television,  taped  interviews  and 
panel  discussions  have  become  the  order  of  the 
day  in  some  areas.  Required  courses  with  lock-step 
rigidity  are  being  abandoned  because  they  lead  to 
apathy  or  unimaginative  cramming.  Some  of  the 
newer  colleges  with  planned  campuses,  expensive 
equipment  and  hand-picked  faculties  are  reporting 
intellectual  excitement  on  the  academic  scene. 

Critics  say  that  much  of  this  is  the  froth  on  the 
surface  of  a  deeply  fermenting  concern  over  world 
unrest  and  nuclear  peril.  •  In  ages  of  stress  time-tested 
wisdom  goes  overboard  in  a  frenzy  of  innovation.  Con- 
servatives say  that  institutions  with  the  best  records 
for  turning  out  productive  scholars  have  introduced 
reforms  with  the  greatest  caution.  Skeptics  wish  it 
to  be  solidly  demonstrated  that  these  revolutionary 
changes  are  actually  workable  and  their  effects  long- 
lasting.    May  not  the  student  be  most  creative  when 
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he  is  not  hopping  from  seminar  to  laboratory  to 
field  trip  but  grinding  away  steadily  in  quiet  ac- 
complishment under  old-fashioned,  dedicated,  scholarly 
teachers  with  gentlemanly  ideals? 

Where  is  Hampden-Sydney  in  all  this?  Are  we 
moving  with  deliberate  speed  or  judicious  caution? 
To  the  close  observer,  some  signs  of  moving  with  the 
times  can  be  discerned.  An  unusually  well-balanced 
Freshman  with  an  A  record  said  to  the  writer  a  few 
days  ago:  "What  I  like  about  Hampden-Sydney  is 
that  you  are  encouraged  to  think  for  yourself  and  to 
contribute  to  classroom  discussion.  I  also  attend  a 
voluntary  seminar  at  the  home  of  one  of  my  teachers 
where  we  discuss  the  issues  of  today's  world  quite 
frankly."  A  weary  Senior,  checking  out  of  the  library 
with  a  double  armload  of  economics  books,  had  a  more 
care-worn  aspect.  "I've  got  two  big  term  papers 
coming  up,"  he  sighed.  "No  Easter  vacation  in 
Florida  for  me."  The  number  of  upperclassmen  who 
can  talk  quite  intelligently  about  the  quantum  theory, 
T.  S.  Eliot  and  the  "God  is  dead"  cult  is  really  quite 
surprising. 

But  are  we  really  orienting  the  student  towards 
present  reality  and  the  shape  of  things  to  come?  One 
notes  that  the  current  Hampden-Sydney  catalogue 
lists  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  courses,  one-fifth  of 
which  deal  with  contemporary  concerns.  Thus  a 
qualified  student  may  elect:  Contemporary  British 
and  American  Poetry,  The  Twentieth  Century  World 
(History  401-402),  World  Religions,  Contemporary 
Philosophy,  The  Existentialists,  Introduction  to  Theo- 
retical Physics  (with  problems  in  nuclear  physics), 
Mathematics  for  Business  Management  and  Intro- 
duction to  Counseling.  Forty  per  cent  of  the  courses 
deal  with  past  cultures,  for  example,  Ancient  and 
Medieval  Civilization,  Ancient  Philosophy,  Latin 
Literature  of  the  Republic,  Theucydides,  Sophocles  and 
Plato  (in  Greek),  the  Civil  War  and  Reconstruction, 
and  the  History  of  Fine  Arts.  The  remaining  two- 
fifths  of  the  course  offerings,  for  example,  microbiology 
and  organic  chemistry,  are  contemporary  in  technique 
though  without  specific  reference  to  current  global 
problems. 

To  what  extent  should  Hampden-Sydney  follow  the 
trend  towards  a  more  "integrated"  curriculum?  At 
one  time,  the  College  imparted  a  singularly  broad, 
though  piecemeal,  education.  With  the  help  of 
"capsule"  courses  (one  and  two  hours  credit),  one 
could  cover  in  four  years  five  natural  sciences,  five 
social  sciences,  three  foreign  languages,  mathematics 
through  calculus,  English,  philosophy  and  Bible.  He 
had  to  fit  the  jigsaw  pieces  together  as  best  he  could. 
He  was  likely  to  come  out  with  a  blend  of  19th  Century 
liberalism  and  mild,  Presbyterian  orthodoxy.  The 
alternatives  were  simple.  Today  with  the.  major 
system  and  reduced  rigidity,  the  student  cannot 
achieve  the  same  breadth,  but  he  must  study  one 
subject  in  depth  and  thus  realize  the  intensely  spe- 
cialized scope  of  present  day  scholarship.  On  the  other 
hand,  any  given  subject  may  be  conceived  more  broadly 
today  than  a  generation  ago.  Thus  history  is  taught 
as  social,  economic,  cultural  and  religious  history. 
The  Bible  is  taught  as  literature,  history,  archeology 
and  theology.  Unless  it  be  in  philosophy,  there  is, 
however,  no  overall  perspective  or  unification  of 
knowledge. 


To  remedy  this,  brave  new  colleges,  like  St.  Andrews 
and  Florida  Presbyterian,  have  staked  all  on  centering 
the  unity  of  the  curriculum  in  a  broad  humanities 
program  with  a  theological  perspective  of  history, 
team  teaching  by  cooperating  disciplines  and  small 
group  discussion.  Now  St.  Johns  College  (Maryland) 
with  its  Great  Books  program,  a  pioneer  in  this  ap- 
proach, turned  out  only  two-thirds  as  many  doctorates 
in  all  the  academic  fields  as  Hampden-Sydney  and 
Randolph-Macon.  Can  the  danger  of  superficial 
synthesis  be  overcome?  These  newer  colleges  claim 
that  it  can  by  emphasis  upon  individual  research. 
But  it  will  take  more  than  five  or  ten  years  to  validate 
such  claims.  Hampden-S)7dney  with  its  unique  formula 
of  breadth,  thoroughness  and  close  personal  associa- 
tions between  teacher  and  student  does  have  an 
impressive  record.  Yet  we  should  be  free  to  adopt 
genuine  advances  in  educational  methods  and  above 
all  to  seek  earnestly  with  our  students  a  broadly 
Christian  understanding  of  the  world.  To  meet  the 
rampant,  desperate  atheisms  of  our  day,  the  student 
needs  to  be  well-grounded  in  fact,  in  reason,  in  history 
and  in  faith.  More  than  ever  before  he  needs  wise 
counsel,   unflinching  honesty  and  steadfast  example.

Reflect  His  glory  and  his  might, 
While  oceans,  all,  obey  His  call 

With  rhythmic,  tidal  rise  and  fall.

College  Awards  Contract  For 
Construction  Of  New  Dormitory 

Hampden-Sydney  awarded  a  S439.700  contract 
March  25  to  the  Mottley  Construction  Company,  of 
Farmville,  for  construction  of  the  new  Whitehouse 
Dormitory.  With  the  addition  of  two  alternates  for 
air  conditioning  and  a  slate  roof,  the  total  contract 
price  for  the  building  will  be  S464.700.  The  Farmville 
firm  won  the  contract  by  submitting  the  lowest  of 
eight  bids  turned  in  to  the  College. 

Construction  of  the  three-unit  building  has  begun, 
and  completion  of  the  first  section  is  scheduled  by 
August  15,  1966.  According  to  present  expectations. 
Dean  Ortner  announced  that  there  will  be  room  for 
36  students  in  the  new  Whitehouse  Residence  Hall 
early  in  the  fall  session.  (Additional  rooms  will  become 
available  later.)  The  cost  of  rooming  in  Whitehouse 
will  be  S100  a  year  higher  than  in  the  other  residence 
halls.  (Men  on  scholarship  will  neither  have  their 
scholarship  raised  to  meet  this  additional  cost  nor  will 
they  place  their  scholarship  in  jeopardy  by  living  there.) 

Rooms  will  be  assigned  according  to  the  following 
guidelines: 

1.  Xo  fifth  year  men  will  be  eligible  for  a  room  in 
Whitehouse  except  those  who  were  on  the  First  Dean's 
List  at  the  end  of  their  seventh  semester. 

2.  First  preference  will  be  given  to  any  man — re- 
gardless of  class — who  was  on  the  First  Dean's  List 
at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  of  the  1965-66  session. 

3.  Two  seniors  rooming  together  will  have  second 
preference.  A  senior  and  a  junior  will  have  third  pref- 
erence. Two  juniors  living  together  will  have  fourth 
preference.  A  senior  and  a  sophomore  living  together 
will  have  fifth  preference. 

4.  In  cases  wrhich  are  not  covered  clearly  by  the 
above,  the  following  rule  will  apply:  Both  men  must 
be  eligible.  The  lower  ranking  of  the  two  will  deter- 
mine the  degree  of  eligibility  for  a  room. 

5.  Suites  should  be  arranged  so  that  the  four  men 
are  congenial.  In  the  "house"  section,  this  will  be 
even  more  important.

College  Receives  Grant 
From  Texaco  Oil  Company 

Hampden-Sydney  College  has  again  been  selected 
as  one  of  the  privately-financed  colleges  in  the  United 
States  to  receive  an  unrestricted  grant  under  the 
Texaco  Inc.  Aid-to-Education  Program,  it  has  been 
announced  by  Dr.  Taylor  Reveley,  President  of 
Hampden-Sydney.  The  81,500  grant  awarded  for  the 
1965-66  academic  year  is  the  fourth  such  grant  awarded 
to  Hampden-Sydney  by  Texaco. 

Hampden-Sydney  is  among  the  more  than  250 
United  States  colleges  and  universities  included  in 
Texaco 's  educational  support  program.  In  addition 
to  providing  direct  grants  to  150  privately-financed 
schools,  the  program  includes  scholarship  and  fellow- 
ship assistance  to  90  other  educational  institutions, 
both  private  and  tax-supported. 

Sigma  Chi  Fraternity  Aids 
Farmville  Area  In  Blood  Drive 

The  Farmville  Area  Chapter  of  the  American  Red 
Cross  seemed  overwhelmed  at  the  response  to  their 
blood  drive  in  January.  They  had  made  their  quota 
before,  and  had  gone  several  pints  over  on  occasion, 
but  they  had  never  seen  anything  like  what  happened 
in  February. 

The  brothers  of  Hampden-Sydney's  chapter  of  the 
Sigma  Chi  Fraternity  decided  that  they  would  sponsor 
a  campus-wide  drive  to  secure  blood  donors  for  the 
February  visit  of  the  Bloodmobile. 

Among  the  plans  for  the  drive  was  a  Sigma  Chi 
prize  to  be  awarded  to  the  fraternity  or  campus  group 
giving  the  largest  amount  (percentage-wise)  of  blood. 
The  $25  prize  certainly  helped  to  spark  interest,  but 
not  the  kind  of  interest  which  resulted. 
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The  Sigma  Chi's  distributed  permission  cards  (for 
those  students  under  21  years  of  age),  handed  out 
make-up  blood  donor  schedules,  provided  hourly 
transportation  between  Hampden-Sydney  and  the 
Bloodmobile,  and  assisted  the  Red  Cross  officials  with 
their  paper  work.

The  Bloodmobile  was  scheduled  to  be  in  Farmville 
from  11  a.m.  until  5  p.m.  The  response  on  the  part 
of  the  Hampden-Sydney  students  was  so  great  that 
they  remained  open  until  10  p.m.  The  bank  closed, 
leaving  many  students  waiting  to  give  blood,  because 
there  were  not  enough  doctors  and  nurses  to  accommo- 
date the  large  crowd.  The  total  number  of  pints  col- 
lected was  205,  100  over  the  quota  set  by  the  Red 
Cross. 

The  Sigma  Chis  were  first  in  the  contest  with  40 
per  cent  of  their  membership  contributing.  However, 
since  the  Sigma  Chis  sponsored  the  contest,  the 
prize  was  awarded  to  the  Kappa  Sigmas,  who  had  36 
per  cent  donating. 

William  P.  Carter,  of  Richmond,  was  chairman  of 
the  Sigma  Chi  contest. 

Mrs.  Anne  Graziani,  Blood  Program  Chairman  for 
the  Farmville  Area  said,  "The  Hampden-Sydney  men 
are  to  be  congratulated.  We  have  never  had  such  a 
turnout  for  a  Bloodmobile  visit  in  Farmville.  Their 
support  and  spirit  was  marvelous."

Eggleston  Library  Compiling 
Historic  Picture  Collection

As  a  part  of  its  continuing  effort  to  preserve  all  the 
materials  possible  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the 
College,  the  staff  of  Eggleston  Library  during  the  past 
year  has  established  in  its  Jones  Room  an  extensive 
picture  file  of  Hampden-Sydneyiana. 

Pictures  of  various  shapes,  sizes,  and  descriptions 
have  been  collected  from  different  parts  of  the  campus 
and  elsewhere,  identified  as  far  as  possible,  classified 
according  to  some  twenty  or  more  categories:  adminis- 
tration, alumni,  athletics,  faculty,  honorary  frater- 
nities, social  fraternities,  etc.,  and  placed  in  large, 
sturdy,  clearly  labled  folders. 

On  two  occasions  during  the  year,  at  the  1965  com- 
mencement and  again  at  homecoming,  pictures  from 
the  file  formed  the  backbone  of  the  exhibits  shown  in 
the  display  cases  on  the  library's  main  floor.  The  first 
of  these  exhibits  featured  the  history  of  social  frater- 
nities at  Hampden-Sydney,  and  the  second  compared 
buildings  and  scenes  on  the  campus  fifty  years  ago 
with  those  of  today.  Observers  of  the  fraternity 
exhibit  noted  with  particular  interest  that  several 
of  the  Greek  letter  societies  most  active  during  the 
late  nineteenth  and  early  twentieth  centuries  have 
long  since  disappeared  from  the  local  scene. 

Most  of  the  pictures  which  were  included  in  the 
lead  article,  "Hampden-Sydney  Moves  to  a  'New' 
Campus",  appearing  in  the  Winter  1966  issue  of  the 
Record  likewise  were  taken  from  those  found  in  the 
Jones  Room  file. 

The  library  invites  alumni,  whenever  the  occasion 
presents  itself,  to  inspect  and  make  use  of  the  picture 
file.  It  also  would  welcome  from  alumni  donations  of 
additional  pictures  relating  to  the  history  of  the  College. 


Spring,  1966 
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,000  NSF  Grant  Given 
To  Chemistry  Department 

Hampden-Sydney  has  been  awarded  a  grant  of 
87,000  from  the  National  Science  Foundation  in  sup- 
port of  an  undergraduate  research  participation  pro- 
gram in  the  chemistry'  department. 

The  program,  which  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Homer  A.  Smith,  Jr.,  Associate  Professor  of  Chemistry, 
is  a  continuation  of  a  research  participation  program 
established  earlier  in  the  department  by  Dr.  G.  Tyler 
Miller,  Jr.,  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

Approximately  five  students  and  two  faculty  mem- 
bers will  participate  in  a  ten-week  program  during  the 
summer  of  1966.  Further  work  will  be  carried  out 
during  the  following  1966-67  academic  year.  Research 
projects  in  organic  and  inorganic  chemistry  will  be 
pursued. 


Admissions  Office  Gives 
Report  On  Year's  Work

Thousands  of  miles  traveled;  numerous  interviews 
conducted;  thousands  of  letters,  catalogues,  booklets, 
and  scholarship  materials  distributed;  hours  of  study 
evaluating  applications,  transcripts,  test  scores,  auto- 
biographies, and  letters  of  recommendation — 
all  precede  the  meetings  of  the  admissions  and  student 
aid  committee  in  which  the  all-important  decisions 
are  made  in  the  selection  of  a  freshman  class. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  alumni  and  friends  of  the 
College  to  learn  how  the  work  in  admissions  progresses 
throughout  the  year.  In  the  spring  many  high-school 
juniors  visit  Hampden-Sydney,  for  this  is  the  time  a 
junior  attempts  to  select  the  colleges  to  which  he  will 
make  application  in  the  fall. 

Also  at  this  time  the  admissions  office  begins  to 
publicize  the  travel  plans  of  J.  Stokeley  Fulton,  head 
football  coach,  who  serves  as  admissions  counselor  in 
June  and  July.  All  schools  in  the  areas  Mr.  Fulton 
visits  are  contacted  and  requested  to  return  to  the 
admissions  office  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  yroung 
men  who  want  Mr.  Fulton  to  visit  in  their  homes. 

Fall  is  known  among  Virginia  admissions  officers  as 
the  roadrunning  season.  Representatives  of  most 
Virginia  colleges  and  universities  travel  throughout 
the  state  for  nine  weeks  (Monday  through  Thursday) 
attending  college-day  and  college-night  programs. 
These  programs  are  designed  to  give  prospective 
students  and  their  parents  an  opportunity'  to  meet  and 
talk  with  college  respresentatives  and  acquire  materials 
and  first-hand  information  about  the  various  colleges. 

Schools  in  each  section  of  Virginia  arrange  to  have 
their  college-day  programs  scheduled  by  a  group  of 
admission  officers  so  that  during  the  nine-week  period 
all  admissions  officers  will  participate  in  programs  in 


the  same  area  at  the  same  time.  Usually  a  single 
college-day  program  will  serve  several  schools  in  the 
same  county  or  city,  thus  reducing  the  number  of 
programs  needed  to  cover  any  particular  area. 

The  former  headmaster  of  St.  Christopher's  School 
in  Richmond,  Dr.  Robert  W.  Bugg,  now  serving 
Hampden-Sydney  as  administrative  consultant,  rep- 
resents the  College  during  three  weeks  of  the  college- 
day  programs.  He  also  visits  most  of  the  independent 
schools  in  the  state. 

I  attend  the  programs  the  other  five  weeks  and  also 
visit  other  Virginia  independent  schools.  Dr.  Donald  R. 
Ortner,  Dean  of  Students,  and  John  H.  Waters,  III, 
Registrar,  have  on  occasion  served  as  representatives 
of  the  College. 

For  several  years  now  I  have  traveled  for  four  weeks 
throughout  sections  of  the  South  and  North  in  an 
effort  to  make  Hampden-Sydney  better  known  among 
high-school  counselors  and  students.  Already  the 
geographical  diversification  of  the  student  body  is 
broadening,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  continue. 

In  the  fall  of  1965  I  visited  public  and  independent 
schools  in  the  following  areas:  Durham,  Raleigh, 
Winston-Salem,  Greensboro,  Charlotte,  Spartanburg, 
Greenville,  Atlanta,  Chattanooga,  Birmingham, 
Memphis,  and  Charleston,  West  Virginia.  Also  visited 
were  Summit,  Chatham,  Glen  Ridge,  Princeton, 
Hightstown,  and  Lawrenceville,  New  Jersey;  Baltimore 
and  Montgomery  County,  Maryland,  and  Wilmington, 
Delaware. 

In  general  most  of  the  extensive  traveling  is  com- 
pleted by  Thanksgiving.  The  emphasis  the  next  four 
months  is  placed  on  preparing  the  application 
folders  for  reading  and  evaluation  by  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  seven-man  admissions  and  student  aid 
committee.  Then  periodically  throughout  February 
and  March  the  committee  meets  to  make  the  final 
evaluation  of  each  application. 

Once  the  decisions  are  made  by  the  committee,  it  is 
then  up  to  the  applicants  who  gain  acceptance  to 
notify  the  admissions  office  by  a  date  early  in  May 
whether  they  intend  to  enroll  at  Hampden-Sydney  or 
at  another  college.  Since  it  is  the  usual  pattern  for  a 
student  to  apply  to  more  than  one  college,  colleges 
must  accept  more  candidates  than  they  plan  to  enroll. 
Thus,  the  tables  are  turned.  Instead  of  the  student 
applicant  anxiously  awaiting  word  of  a  decision  from  a 
college,  the  college  now  has  to  hope  that  a  significant 
number  will  choose  that  college.  Fortunately',  it  ap- 
pears that  once  again  a  group  of  sound  young  men  has 
selected  Hampden-Sydney  as  the  college  in  which  they 
will  enroll  in  September.

Woodrow  Wilson  Fellows  get  one  academic  year  of 
graduate  education  (with  their  tuition  and  fees  paid 
by  the  Foundation),  a  living  stipend  of  $2,000  and 
allowances  for  their  dependent  children.  The  graduate 
school  they  choose  to  attend  receives  an  additional 
grant  from  the  Foundation. 

The  1,408  Fellows  for  1966-67  come  from  380  different 
colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  Winners  represented  24  fields  of  study,  from 
American  Studies  to  Zoology.  There  were  over  11,000 
nominees. 

Briel,  who  will  receive  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
from  Hampden-Sydney  in  June,  has  been  a  member 
of  the  honorary  National  Classical  Fraternity  for  three 
years,  and  is  currently  serving  as  National  Vice  Presi- 
dent. This  year,  he  is  also  serving  as  secretary  of  the 
Union-Philanthropic  Literary  Society.  He  is  an  Adam- 
son  scholar,  a  member  of  the  Young  Democrats  Club, 
and  is  a  Latin  lab  instructor.  He  has  also  been  a  student 
assistant  in  the  Bible  and  biology  departments,  and 
an  assistant  in  the  library.  He  received  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  scholarship  award  during  his  Junior  year,  and 
was  elected  for  listing  in  the  1965-66  edition  of  Who's 
Who  in  American  Colleges  and  Universities.

Rev.  R.  K.  Robinson,  Jr., 

Missionary  To  Korea,  Is 

Assembly  Speaker 

The  farmers  and  villagers  in  the  rural  areas  around 
Taejon,  Korea,  make  up  the  many  congregations  of 
the  Rev.  Robert  K.  Robinson,  Jr.,  B.A.,  1942. 

This  Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionary,  home  on  a  one- 
year  furlough,  addressed  the  students  on  March  15 
at  assembly  and  at  8  p.m.  in  College  Church. 

As  a  rural  evangelist,  Mr.  Robinson  itinerates  among 
the  churches  of  Choong  Nam  Presbytery  in  Korea's 
Choong  Nam  Province.  He  also  acts  as  pastor  to 
pioneer  churches,  which  once  established,  under  his 
supervision,  take  their  places  as  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Korea.  A  significant  part  of  his 
pastoral  duties  is  devoted  to  teaching  leadership 
training  classes. 

When  Mr.  Robinson  went  to  Korea  with  his  wife 
and  two  small  children,  in  1949,  he  went  to  work  with 
the  church  in  a  country,  whose  name,  for  many  Ameri- 
cans, was  then  only  faintly  familiar. 

Just  a  year  later,  the  Communists  invaded. 

The  Robinsons  were  evacuated  to  Japan,  then  to 
America.  But  Mr.  Robinson  knew  there  were  Chris- 
tains  who  needed  help  in  Korea.  And  with  other 
missionaries  he  went  back  in  1952,  leaving  his  family 
behind  in  the  safety  of  America. 

The  returning  Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionaries  found 
that,  even  as  Korea  remained  a  battleground,  the  news 
that  "the  Father  sent  the  Son  to  be  saviour  of  the 
world"  had  put  a  new  hope  into  the  hearts  of  believers 
in  Korea.    Mr.  Robinson  wrote  back,  "Because  of  all 
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these  people  have  been  through,  they  have  found  this 
knowledge  the  most  precious  thing  they  possess  .  .  ." 
Today  Korea  is  evidencing  an  increasing  interest  in 
Christianity,  and  missionaries  report  that  it  could 
become  the  first  Christian  nation,  except  for  the 
Philippines,  in  the  Far  East. 

Mr.  Robinson  attended  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia,  and 
the  Institute  of  Far  Eastern  Languages  at  Yale  Uni- 
versity, New  Haven,  Connecticut.  He  has  worked  in 
the  home  mission  field  of  Greenbrier  Presbytery  at 
Helvetia,  West  Virginia.  Born  in  White  Sulphur 
Springs,  he  spent  much  of  his  life  in  Lewisburg,  both  in 
West  Virginia.  He  is  a  member  of  Greenbrier 
Presbytery. 

The  Robinsons  have  three  children,  Peter,  18,  a 
a  freshman  at  Warren  Wilson  College,  Swannanoa, 
North  Carolina,  Dorothy,  16,  and  Robert  14.  The 
family  will  spend  the  year  in  Richmond  and  plans  to 
return  to  Korea  in  July,  1066.

The  Battle  Of  The 
Bulge,  Or  How  The 
Cut  System  Functions 

The  academic  community  at  Hampden-Sydney  was 
severely  shaken  recently  by  a  problem  that  is  yet  to  be 
completely  solved  as  this  issue  of  the  Record  goes  to 
press. 

It  all  started  when  someone  noticed  that  the  faculty 
members  were  not  getting  nearly  enough  exercise. 
The  problem  developed  at  an  odd  time,  because  every- 
one thought  their  exercise  requirements  had  been  met 
by  removing  more  than  25  inches  of  snow  which  had 
fallen  on  the  campus  during  February. 

A  great  debate  arose  among  the  faculty  members  as 
to  the  best  way  to  combat  this  steadily  growing  prob- 
lem. Several  men,  who  have  requested  that  their 
names  not  be  published,  suggested  that  the  faculty  clip 
those  advertisements  from  certain  magazines  which, 
when  mailed,  solicit  the  help  of  that  man  of  "dynamic 
tension",  Charles  Atlas.  The  debate  grew  hotter,  and 
the  problem  grew  larger  by  several  inches. 
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This  very  heated  debate  subsided  somewhat  when 
Dr.  Jesse  C.  Thompson,  Jr.,  B.S.  1949,  professor  of 
biology,  announced  that  he  believed  he  had  found  a 
solution.  Dr.  Thompson  proposed  that  he  start  a  class 
called  Jogging  104.  The  idea  behind  the  course  was 
simple.  The  problem,  which  continued  to  grow  even 
as  the  faculty  sat  around  the  luncheon  table  debating 
the  question,  would  be  solved  by  each  man  enrolling 
in  a  class  which  would  jogg  around  the  campus  at  6:30 
a.m.  several  mornings  every  week. 

The  Executive,  Curriculum  and  Athletic  Committees 
of  the  faculty  met  and  gave  their  permission  for  Jogging 
104  to  be  taught  on  a  special  emergency  basis  at 
Hampden-Sydney. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  the  new  course  was  received 
with  great  enthusiasm,  but  it  was  supported  by  a 
closely  knit  faculty  bent  on  reducing  their  problem. 

All  went  well  until  the  end  of  March  when  the  follow- 
ing letter  was  received  by  the   Dean   of   Students:

It  is  now  my  sad  duty  to  inform  you  that,  should 
you  be  reported  a  second  time  hy  Dr.  Thompson 
for  abuse  of  the  attendance  system  in  his  course, 
I  shall  have  to  recommend  to  Dr.  Holbrook  that 
you  be  dropped  from  the  course  with  a  grade  of 
WF.  (And,  may  I  warn  you,  that  students  who 
are,  in  this  manner,  dropped  from  two  courses 
will  be  automatically  dropped  from  membership  in 
the  College.) 

Boyd,  I  know  you  are  a  good  student  and  have  a 
great  deal  of  ability  particularly  in  the  area  covered 
by  this  course.  Our  standardized  tests  show  that 
you  are  in  the  52%-ile  of  beginning  freshmen  in  the 
skills  required  for  the  strenuous  courses  offered  by 
the  professors  in  Bagby  Hall.  It  will  be  necessary, 
however,  that  you  co-operate  with  your  instructors 
if  you  and  the  College  are  to  get  together  in  pro- 
viding you  with  an  education. 

It  would  be  of  value,  I  believe,  for  you  to  make  an 
appointment  through  Mrs.  McRae  in  the  Guidance 
Center,  basement  of  Morton  Hall,  to  speak  with 
a  member  of  the  Psychology  Department  con- 
cerning your  motivation.  It  may  be  that  you  are 
not  sufficiently  goal-directed  at  this  time  to  con- 
tinue to  pursue  college  work  with  benefit  to  your- 
self and  to  the  College. 

I'm  sorry  that  College  regulations  demand  that  I 
send  a  carbon  copy  of  this  letter  to  the  student's 
parents.  In  the  case  of  married  students,  however, 
we  do  exercise  some  discretion.  I  am,  therefore, 
sending  a  copy  to  your  wife  instead.  It  has  been 
our  experience  that  wives  exercise  a  great  deal  of 
influence  upon  their  husbands.

Virginia,  always  man- 
aged to  work  his  hobby 
— organ  music — into  his 
schedule  while  a  student 
at  Hampden-Sydney. 
Not  only  did  he  earn 
two  degrees,  B.S.  1958, 
B.A.  1959,  but  he  also 
found  time  to  accom- 
pany the  Glee  Club  and 
serve  as  organist  at  Col- 
lege Church. 

It  hasn't  been  too 
different  since  Mr.  Davis 
graduated.  From  1959 
to  1960  he  attended  the 
graduate  school  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  and 
served  as  substitute 
organist  at  many  of  the  Charlottesville  churches. 

During  1960  and  1961  he  was  organist  at  one  of 
Lafayette  Indiana's  churches  while  attending  the 
graduate  school  at  Purdue  University. 

Returning  to  Virginia  in  1962,  Mr.  Davis  enrolled 
in  the  graduate  school  at  the  University  of  Richmond, 
and  accepted  the  positions  of  organist  and  choir  director 
at  Trinity  Methodist  Church  and  Temple  Brith  Achim, 
both  in  Petersburg. 

When  Mr.  Davis  came  to  Petersburg  in  1962  he 
found  that  the  Petersburg  Choral  Society  had  been 
dissolved.  Using  as  a  nucleus  the  choir  at  Trinity 
Methodist  Church,  Mr.  Davis  reorganized  the  society 
and  started  working.  Since  1962  Mr.  Davis  has  re- 
ceived his  M.S.  in  chemistry  from  the  University  of 
Richmond,  and  developed  the  Petersburg  Choral 
Society  into  one  of  the  finest  groups  in  the  State. 

The  Society,  made  up  of  approximately  60  voices 
from  Petersburg,  Richmond,  Norfolk,  Virginia  Beach, 
Hopewell,  Chester,  Suffolk  and  Colonial  Heights, 
presents  two  special  programs  each  year — one  at 
Christmas  and  a  Spring  Festival  of  Music. 

Since  1962  the  Society,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Davis,  has  presented  such  monumental  works  as 
Haydn's  Creation,  Handel's  Messiah,  Mendelssohn's 
The  Elijah,  Vivaldi's  Gloria,  Brahm's  .4  German 
Requiem,  Handel's  Coronation  Anthems,  Mozart's 
Te  Deum  (K.  141),  and  many  of  Randall  Thompson's 
compositions.  Each  program  has  received  considerable 
critical  acclaim. 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  May  IS,  Mr.  Davis  and  the 
Petersburg  Choral  Society  will  present  their  annual 
Spring  Festival  of  Music  in  Trinity  Methodist  Church, 
Petersburg.  The  program  will  be  dedicated  to  Dr. 
Thomas  Edward  Crawley,  B.A.  1941,  Professor  of 
English  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  Director  of  the  Col- 
lege Glee  Club.

Ernest  P.  Gates  Named 
Circuit  Court  Judge 

Ernest  P.  Gates,  B.S.  1947,  Chesterfield  County 
commonwealth's  attorney,  has  been  named  as  the 
second  judge  for  the  37th  Judicial  Circuit  (Chesterfield 
and  Colonial  Heights)  by  the  Virginia  General  As- 
sembly.   The  new  judgeship  becomes  effective  July  1. 

His  election  for  an  eight -year  term  will  leave  an  18- 
month  vacancy  in  the  current  term  for  commonwealth's 
attorney.  The  circuit's  senior  judge,  William  Old,  '20, 
will  make  an  interim  appointment. 

A  native  of  Chesterfield,  Gates  was  appointed  county 
attorney  Aug.  1,  1954  to  succeed  M.  A.  Cogbill.  He 
has  been  elected  three  consecutive  times  to  four-year 
terms  and  is  now  serving  the  third  year  of  the  1964-67 
term. 

Gates  is  a  1945  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  and 
holds  a  1950  degree  from  the  School  of  Law  of  Washing- 
ton and  Lee  University.  In  addition  to  serving  as 
county  attorney  Gates  also  conducts  a  private  law 
practice. 

A  Democrat,  Gates  is  a  former  president  of  the 
Virginia  Commonwealth's  Attorneys'  Association  and 


is  currently  the  group's  secretary-treasurer.  He  repre- 
sents the  37th  Judicial  Circuit  on  the  Virginia  Judicial 
Council  and  holds  membership  in  the  American  and 
Virginia  State  Bar  Associations. 

The  new  judge  is  married  to  the  former  Virginia 
Yonce  of  Salem,  Va.  and  Greenville  County,  S.  C. 
They  are  the  parents  of  six  children.  Gates  is  the  son 
of  Chesterfield  Sheriff  and  Mrs.  Ordway  B.  Gates, 
both  natives  of  Petersburg. 

Gates  served  from  1942-46  in  World  War  II  and  is  a 
retired  U.S.  Naval  Reserve  lieutenant. 

Gates  is  a  vestryman  and  Sunday  school  teacher  at 
St.  John's  Episcopal  Church  in  Chester  and  holds 
membership  in  the  Chesterfield  Lions  Club,  Chester 
Masonic  Lodge  No.  94,  AF&AM  and  the  Scottish  Rite. 
He  has  been  active  in  county  civic  organizations  and 
is  a  former  officer  of  the  Chesterfield  Chapter  of  the 
American  Red  Cross. 

He  was  Chesterfield  County's  first  outstanding  young 
man  of  the  year,  an  award  presented  in  1952  by  the 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Gates  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Longwood  College  board  of  trustees  and 
is  currently  that  institution's  vice  rector.

William  B.  Spong,  Jr. 

Will  Seek  Seat  In 
United  States  Senate 

Virginia  State  Senator  William  B.  Spong,  Jr.,  '41, 

a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  announced  Friday,  February  25  that  he  would 

be  a  candidate  for  the 
United  States  Senate 
seat  now  occupied  by 
Senator  A.  Willis 
Robertson,  Jr. 

On  Sunday,  February 
27,  Staige  Blackford, 
staff  writer  for  the  Nor- 
folk Vir  ginian-Pilot, 
wrote  an  article  on  the 
Senator  entitled  "A 
Young  Man  Seeks  Vir- 
ginia 'Torch' — In  Ken- 
nedy's Generation".  Por- 
tions of  the  article  are 
printed  below. 

To    the    lawyer    from 

Portsmouth,  the  contest 

will  be  a  clash  between 

two    generations   and   a 

crusade  to  seize  the  torch  of  leadership  that  the  older 

generation  is  reluctant  to  surrender. 

"My  generation  has  had  little  opportunity  for 
political  advancement  in  Virginia,"  Spong  said  here 
Saturday  (February  26). 

As  one  of  the  "Young  Turks"  who  went  to  the 
General  Assembly  in  1954,  Spong  is  "personally 
disturbed"  that  so  many  of  his  class  in  the  House  of 
Delegates  have  since  left  the  legislature.  He  cited 
former  Dels.  John  F.  Rixey  and  Toy  D.  Savage  of 
Norfolk,  Kossen  Gregory  of  Roanoke  and  Joseph 
Blackburn  of  Lynchburg  as  being  among  the  Turks 
who  are  no  longer  active  in  politics. 


Senator  William  Spong 


As  one  of  the  few  Turks  to  move  from  the  House 
to  the  Senate  (he  went  to  the  Senate  in  1955  after 
winning  an  election  in  which  he  was  opposed  by  vir- 
tually every  professional  politician  in  Portsmouth), 
Spong  built  a  solid  reputation  for  his  skill  in  steering 
bills  through  committees.  He  also  managed  to  com- 
pile a  progressive  record  without  alienating  the  down- 
the-line  Organization  men. 

Spong's  ability  to  win  friends  among  the  liberals 
without  alienating  the  diehard  conservatives  has  made 
him  known  in  state  political  circles  as  a  moderate 
or  middle-of-the-road  legislator.  But  he  abandoned 
the  middle  on  the  biggest  issue  of  the  late  1950s  and 
went  down  the  line  against  the  state's  policy  of  mas- 
sive resistance  to  school  desegregation. 

Spong's  stand  against  closing  the  schools  was  a 
reflection  of  his  profound  concern  over  the  state's  low 
standing  in  the  ranks  of  national  education,  and  this 
concern  resulted  in  what  is  generally  regarded  as 
Spong's  greatest  achievement  as  a  public  servant. 

Between  1958  and  1962,  Spong  made  a  statewide 
reputation  as  chairman  of  the  Virginia  Commission 
on  Public  Education.  The  commission's  final  report 
had  a  profound  effect  on  the  entire  structure  of  Virginia 
education  and  did  much  to  generate  the  current  cry 
for  all  levels  of  learning  in  the  state  to  move  forward. 

A  1948  graduate  of  the  University  of  Virginia  Law 
School,  Spong  is  a  well-known  and  highly  respected 
member  of  his  profession.  His  prestige  among  his 
professional  peers  was  amply  demonstrated  last  year 
when  Spong  was  elected  the  1966  president  of  the 
Virginia  Bar  Association. 

As  a  state  senator  who  is  chairman  of  one  Senate 
committee  (Fish  and  Game)  and  a  member  of  three 
others  (Insurance  and  Banking,  Public  Institutions 
and  Education,  and  Courts  of  Justice),  Spong  has 
had  more  than  enough  to  keep  him  busy  in  Richmond 
this  winter. 

But  in  addition  to  the  hours  he  has  spent  talking 
and  thinking  about  the  most  important  decision  of  his 
political  career,  he  somehow  found  time  to  read  Arthur 
M.  Schlesinger,  Jr.'s  "A  Thousand  Days"  (a  book 
that  runs  to  just  over  1 ,000  pages) . 

That  Spong  should  have  been  reading  Schlesinger's 
eloquent  and  exciting  evocation  of  the  Kennedy  years 
at  the  time  should  not  come  as  any  surprise  to  his 
friends  in  the  Richmond  press  corps. 

Indeed,  they  would  probably  agree  he  couldn't  have 
picked  a  better  book.  The  young  man  from  Portsmouth 
who  has  now  challenged  Virginia's  senior  senator  is  a 
great  admirer  of  the  young  man  from  Boston  who 
went  on  to  become  the  youngest  candidate  ever  elected 
President.  Moreover,  Spong  has  at  least  a  few  things 
in  common  with  Kennedy. 

In  saying  this,  it  should  quickly  be  pointed  out  that 
Spong  is  by  no  means  a  national  figure,  and  he  would 
certainly  dismiss  as  hopelessly  idiotic  any  image 
maker  who  attempted  to  portray  him  as  a  might -be 
Kennedy  with  a  Tidewater  accent. 

Withal,  however,  he  is  a  member  of  the  Kennedy 
generation  in  American  politics,  and  he  shares  the  late 
President's  belief  that  this  generation  should  now  be 
passed  the  torch  of  leadership.  He  is  equally  con- 
vinced that  this  has  not  been  the  case  in  Virginia 
politics. 
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Besides  a  common  conviction  that  young  men  should 
now  be  given  their  place  in  the  political  sun,  the  45- 
year-old  legislator  has  personal  interests  that  are 
somewhat  parallel  to  Kennedy's. 

For  one  thing,  he  is,  as  was  Kennedy,  an  omnivorous 
reader.  "I  read  anything  and  everything  I  can  get 
my  hands  on,"  he  told  a  reporter  this  weekend,  and  the 
library  of  his  comfortable,  cheerful  home  in  the  heart 
of  downtown  Portsmouth  provided  amplv  testimony 
to  that. 

Spong,  like  his  late  New  England  contemporary, 
has  long  been  a  student  of  international  affairs. 

He  spent  his  college  years  at  Hampden-Sydney 
rather  than  Harvard,  and  he  went  further  North  than 
the  London  School  of  Economics  for  advanced  study 
in  the  field  of  international  relations.  But  a  year  at 
Scotland's  University  of  Edinburgh  studying  inter- 
national law  plus  a  summer  at  England's  Cambridge 
University  have  left  Spong  with  what  he  calls  "a  deep 
and  abiding  interest"  in  foreign  affairs. 

This  interest  largely  explains  why  Spong  feels  that 
Virginia  senators  should  assume  a  larger  voice  in  the 
making  of  America's  foreign  policy. 

"Our  senators  (the  elder  Byrd  and  Robertson)  have 
been  fine  men,"  he  commented,  "but  their  talents 
have  been  directed  mostly  toward  the  domestic 
economy.  A  state  which  produced  such  international- 
ists as  Jefferson,  Monroe  and  Woodrow  Wilson  cannot 
confine  itself  to  domestic  affairs  alone  .  .  ." 


at  Memorial  Methodist  Church  in  Richmond,  and  as 
full-time  pastor  for  one  year  after  graduating  from  the 
seminary. 

At  25,  he  was  accepted  as  a  foreign  missionary  and 
sent  to  Wembo  Nyama,  a  village  in  the  central  Congo. 
Four  years  later  Rev.  Mr.  Chappell  returned  to  the 
states  on  furlough,  and  met  Mary  Wood,  of  Moss 
Point,  Miss,  whom  he  married  in  1942. 

In  1943,  with  his  new  bride,  he  returned  to  the  Congo 
to  continue  his  work.  During  this  stay  two  of  their 
four  children  were  born,  and  in  the  summer  of  1958, 
they  had  to  return  to  the  United  States  because  of 
health  problems  in  the  family. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Chappell  was  sent  to  Alhambra 
Methodist  Church  as  associate  pastor  in  July  of  1958. 
In  the  spring  of  the  following  year,  at  the  request  of 
the  American  Bible  Society,  he  returned  to  the  Congo 
for  two  months  to  help  complete  the  Old  Testament 
and  to  complete  the  revision  of  the  New  Testament. 

After  a  four-year  stay  at  the  Alhambra  Methodist 
Church,  he  and  his  family,  which  then  consisted  of 
four  children,  moved  to  Burbank,  Calif.,  where  Rev.

Will  Return  To  African 

Mission  Field  In  July 

The  Rev.  C.  William  Chappell,  B.A.  1933,  who  has 

spent  most  of  his  adult  life  on  the  African  Continent, 
hasn't  had  enough  yet!  The  53-year-old  minister  has 
spent  21  of  his  last  27  years  as  a  missionary  to  the 
Belgian  Congo,  in  the  Central  Congo  area,  will  return 
in  July. 

During  his  21  years  of  service  in  the  Congo  Rev. 
Mr.  Chappell  has  worked  various  types  of  mission 
work.  He  served  as  district  superintendent  at  several 
places,  and  at  Wembo  Nyama  became  director  of  the 
newly  combined  Pastor  and  Normal  Training  Schools 
and  Grammar  Schools.  He  was  also  treasurer  of  the 
mission  in  Central  Congo,  supervisor  of  building  and 
worker  in  agricultural  projects.

He  was  born  on  May  12,  1912  in  Prince  Edward

The  Rev.  Mr.  Chappell  attended  schools  at  Keysville 
and  Worsham,  and  was  graduated  from  Worsham 
High  School.  He  then  attended  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege, and  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond.

Does  The  Bible  Conflict 
With  Modern  Science? 

The  Rev.  E.  J.  Nottingham,  III,  B.A.  1933,  pastor 
of  the  Corinth  Methodist  Church,  of  Sandston,  Vir- 
ginia, was  one  of  the  two  ministers  answering  the 
following  question  in  a  Richmond  newspaper  article 
recently: 

"Does  the  Bible  conflict  with  modern  science?" 

The  Rev.  Nottingham's  answer  to  the  question 
appears  below. 

"As  I  think  about  this  subject,  I  realize  that  it  is 
impertinent  and  irresponsible  for  a  person  to  give  a 
quick  and  easy  answer  to  a  question  of  this  complexity. 
But  a  clergyman  is,  almost  by  definition,  a  person  who 
is  ready  to  talk  on  any  subject  anywhere  and  at  any 
time.  The  presumption  is  that  any  person  who  is 
ready  to  make  hasty  generalizations  either  about 
'modern  science'  or  'the  Bible'  probably  knows  very 
little  about  either. 

"We  must  agree  that  the  topic  was  fascination.  Both 
'science,'  as  'the  giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift,' 
and  the  'Bible'  as  the  source  book  of  our  religion,  rate 
high  on  our  scale  of  interests. 

"The  topic  also  has  fascination  because  it  is  a  wonder- 
ful field  for  argument.  The  position,  'Yes, there  is  conflict 
between  science  and  the  Bible'  can  be  strongly  sup- 
ported. Although  I  am  aware  some  of  the  complexities 
which  I  choose  to  ignore  on  this  occasion,  I  prefer  to 
stand  with  the  position:  No,  there  is  not  an  essential 
conflict  between  the  two  when  both  'science'  and  the 
'Bible'  stay  within  their  respective  fields. 

"Science  is  a  method  of  observation  and  experiment. 
Science  deals  with  entities  which  can  be  measured 
and  manipulated.  Science  deals  with  know-how. 
Americans,  of  all  people,  recognize  the  authority  of 
science  in  the  fields  of  aeronautics,  electronics,  agri- 
culture, medicine,  automotive  engineering,  and  so  on. 
But  the  wise  scientist  also  recognizes  the  limitations 
of  his  method. 

"The  Bible  speaks  with  authority  about  the  ultimate 
questions  of  man's  origin,  man's  destiny  and  the 
meaning  of  man's  existence.  Scientific  facts  do  not 
add  up  to  wisdom  for  living  and  dying.  Science  can 
make  the  affluent  American's  life  more  comfortable. 
But  science  cannot  tell  the  affluent  person  grown 
despondent  whether  life  is  worth  living.  Learned  and 
unlearned  men,  at  their  own  peril,  ignore  the  word 
God  has  to  speak  to  man  through  the  Bible."

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"Interview  In  Brown  Hall: 
Brinkley  Reviews  Brinkley" 

(Editor's  note:  The  following  article  on  John  Luster 
Brinkley,  B.A.  1959,  appeared  in  Princeton  University's 
newspaper,  The  Priucelonian.) 

"We  have  always  considered  John  Brinkley  a 
classical  scholar  in  the  traditional  sense,  a  man  who 
would  think  nothing  of  spending  days  in  the  bottom 
of  a  murky  library,  reading  and  re-reading  dusty 
leather-bound  volumes.  We  visited  John  on  a  recent 
foggy  Friday  evening  after  first  groping  through 
the  arch  in  Brown  Hall  to  the  fourth  entry,  then 
climbing  one  flight  of  stairs  in  near  darkness. 

"The  door  to  his  room  was  inscribed  with  'John 
is  a  sweetie,'  signed  by  a  freshman's  long-forgotten 
date.  John  is  living  in  Brown  Hall  as  a  graduate- 
fellow-in-residence,  and  in  that  capacity  is  the  con- 
fidant of  fifteen  freshmen.  T  thoroughly  enjoy  living 
here  in  Brown.  No  complaints,'  was  the  response  to 
our  questions  as  John  calmed  down  a  game  of  lacrosse 
in  the  hall.  'The  room  is  small,  but  it's  very  con- 
venient to  the  campus.' 

"We  looked  around  the  10'  x  20'  living  room,  which 
contained  a  desk,  three  tables  stacked  with  books, 
three  stuffed  bookcases,  and  the  hearth  of  a  painted 
red  brick  fireplace.  The  books  were  of  the  sort  one 
expects  in  the  Classics  Department.  The  Annals  of 
Tacitus  sat  next  to  the  Sanskrit-English  Dictionary 
of  Sir  Monier  Monier-Williams.  Also  well-thumbed 
was  a  five-volume  set  of  Homer.  One  of  the  tables 
also  held  a  KLH-FM  radio,  which  had  its  antenna 
thumbtacked  to  the  wall. 

"We  have  known  John  Brinkley  since  he  moved 
to  Princeton  in  1962,  and  were  quite  impressed  with 
his  dedication  to  scholarship  in  all  areas.  John  still 
practices  the  lost  art  of  penmanship,  and  is  entrusted 
with  the  handwritten  invitations  to  Graduate  College 
dances.  He  is  also  a  fixture  at  several  campus  events, 
such  as  lacrosse  practice,  swimming  meets,  and  basket- 
ball games.  On  Sunday  morning,  he  can  be  found  in  the 
third  pew  from  the  front  in  the  Marquand  Transept  of 
the  Chapel.  He  is  prominent  at  Graduate  College  social 
events,  and  is  gnerally  first  to  be  consulted  when  im- 
portant questions  of  dignity  and  protocol  are  involved. 

"John  noted  that  he  had  been  in  school  a  good 
length  of  time.  T  entered  Hampden-Sydney  in  1955, 
and  decided  then  to  major  in  Classics.  I  graduated 
in  1959,  and  went  to  Trinity  College,  Oxford,  on  a 
Rhodes  Scholarship.  After  three  years  there  I  earned 
a  B.A.  in  Literae  Humaniores,  and  will  get  the  M.A. 
from  Oxford  this  April.  The  M.A.  is  a  sort  of  bonus 
for  getting  an  honors  B.A.  and  waiting  seven  years; 
Literae  Humaniores  is  Philosophy  and  Ancient  History. 
I  also  spent  two  summers  while  in  Europe  at  a  girls' 
school  in  Switzerland.  They  had  me  teaching  five 
courses  and  coaching  the  rowing  team.' 

"We  asked  John  why  he  had  come  to  Princeton. 
'It  was  the  reputation  of  the  faculty  in  this  Classics 
Department.  I've  always  been  fascinated  by  Classics, 
especially  by  the  linguistic  side,  and  I  took  the  chance 
to  join  the  Linguistics  Program  three  years  ago.  So 
my  thesis  is  on  a  linguistic  topic. 

"  'I'm  working  with  a  2900  year  old  book  of  hymns 
called  the  Rigveda.    These  hymns  were  composed  in  a 


very  old  form  of  Sanskrit  for  pastoral  tribes  in  what 
is  now  northwest  India.  The  Rigveda  represents  one 
of  the  earliest  recorded  dialects  of  any  Indo-European 
language.  The  hymns  were  composed  by  an  exclusive 
priestly  caste,  and  many  of  the  stanzas  were  purposely 
made  obscure.  Naturally  this  makes  interpretation 
somewhat  difficult.' 

"We  followed  as  best  we  could.  'In  the  over  1000 
Rigvedic  hymns,  there  are  207  stanzas  where  a  peculiar 
verb-form  is  used.  The  place  of  this  form  in  the  verb 
system  of  the  language  is  my  problem.  Every  language 
is  a  living  system,  and  like  all  living  systems,  is  con- 
stantly changing.  It  contains  at  all  times  some  very 
old  items  and  some  quite  new  ones.  The  form  I  am 
dealing  with  is  a  maverick,  and  my  job  is  to  clarify 
its  function.' 

"We  asked  if  the  thesis  results  would  have  some 
wider  use.  'Certainly.  At  least  I  hope  so.  Linguistics 
as  a  science  is  advanced  by  every  refinement  of  the 
techniques  used  in  it,  and  every  time  a  theory  is  tested. 
Each  time  we  solve  a  problem  in  a  daughter-language 
of  Indo-European,  we  just  so  much  more  understanding 
of  the  parent  speech  and  how  the  successors  developed 
from  it.' 

"We  asked  John  about  his  future  plans.  T  will 
be  teaching  full  time  here  at  Princeton  next  year,  as 
an  instructor  in  the  Classics  Department.  I  have 
several  research  projects  I  would  like  to  start,  including 
perhaps  some  work  down  at  the  Computer  Center.' 

"We  made  it  to  the  door  as  three  freshmen  entered 
for  a  midnight  break.  'Working  hard,  gentlmen?'  said 
John,  as  he  went  to  open  some  Seven-Up."

Following  their  game  with  Lynchburg,  the  Tigers 
made  their  annual  Southern  tour,  returning  home  on 
April  5  to  play  Marietta  College  in  a  double  header, 
starting  at  1:45  p.m. 

While  on  their  tour  through  the  Southland,  the  H-SC 
hardballers  played  two  games  each  with  Pembroke 
College  in  North  Carolina,  Jacksonville  and  Stetson 
Colleges  in  Florida,   and  Georgia  Southern   College. 

Coach  Bill  Pegram  has  seven  lettermen  returning 
from  last  year's  Tiger  squad  which  compiled  an  8-10 
overall  mark,  and  is  also  expecting  help  from  a  number 
of  promising  rookies. 

Pegram  has  three  veterans  returning  in  the  mound 
department.  Pitchers  Mark  Chinn,  Bobby  Robertson, 
and  Wayne  Tennent  form  an  experienced  trio  around 
which  a  successful  Tiger  team  could  be  built.  Junior 
righthander  Tennent  posted  a  low  1 .76  ERA  and  a  3-2 
record  last  year,  when  he  was  not  playing  third  base 
and  leading  the  Tigers  in  hitting.  Chinn,  a  senior 
southpaw,  had  a  3.50  earned  run  average  last  season 
and  should  be  of  much  help  to  Hampden-Sydney,  if 
he  does  not  have  control  problems.  Senior  righthander 
Robertson,  who  appeared  in  12  games  for  the  Tigers 
last  season  and  had  a  4-4  record,  will  again  see  much 
mound  duty  for  H-SC. 

Two  lefthanded  rookies,  Chip  Sudduth  and  Mercer 
Neale,  also  look  promising.  Wynne  Howell,  who  saw 
limited  duty  last  year,  Carter  Morriss,  utility  man  and 
some-time  pitcher,  and  Al  Hazelgrove,  a  junior  hurler, 
round  out  the  Tiger  hill  staff. 

The  catching  job  is  up  for  grabs,  as  far  as  Coach 
Pegram  can  see,  for  the  moment.  Highly  touted  fresh- 
men Skip  Appell  and  Brad  Waddell  are  the  leading 
candidates. 

In  the  infield  freshman  Russ  Palmore  and  junior  Jim 
Rosenstock  appear  to  have  sewed  up  the  positions  at 
second  base  and  shortstop  respectively.  Palmore  is  the 
strongest  batman  among  this  year's  crop  of  frosh. 
Rosenstock  last  year's  regular  shortstop  batted  .224 
for  the  Tigers  in  1965.  Tennent  who  hit  .276  last 
season,  is  expected  to  hold  down  the  third  base  spot 
when  he  is  not  pitching.  Other  candidates  for  the 
"hot  corner,"  when  Tennent  is  on  the  hill,  are  senior 
Carter  Morriss  and  freshman  Mike  Krupin. 

At  first  base,  senior  Mo  Shumate,  Krupin,  and 
junior  Dick  McConnell  are  the  leading  contenders. 
McConnell,  who  played  first  base  and  outfield  in  1965, 
batted  .230  for  the  Tigers  last  year.  Righthander 
Shumate  batted  .111  in  10  games  last  season. 

Veteran  Jimmy  Lee  will  most  likely  hold  down  the 
centerfield  position  for  Hampden-Sydney.    Candidates 


for  the  other  outfield  spots  are  Hazelgrove  and  Mc- 
Connell. Lee  batted  .250  for  the  Tigers  last  year. 
With  only  17  players  on  his  roster,  Coach  Pegram 
could  have  some  problems  depthwise  this  season. 
Providing  they  stay  healthy,  the  Tigers  can  anticipate 
a  very  successful  baseball  campaign.  However,  the 
key  to  Tiger  success  lies  in  how  well  the  H-SC  pitching 
holds  up  and  how  quickly  the  Tiger  rookies  come  along.

It  plunges  with  him  into  the  shock  and 
ugliness  and  destruction  which  is  war,  sharing  his 
sense  of  being  at  the  tragic  center  of  it  all.  Yancey's 
War  belongs  peculiarly  to  the  veteran.  It  is  worldly 
wise  as  it  tarries  with  him  on  the  periphery  of  violence 
and  discovers  new  dimensions  of  the  war  experience. 
It  enjoys  that  vantage  ground  where  war  and  life  meet, 
where  comment  upon  one  is  comment  upon  the  other. 
Herein  lies  what  is  at  once  the  peculiar  terror  and  the 
peculiar  truth  of  Yancey's  War.  Yancey's  war  is 
Yancey's  life;  Yancey  is  Yancey,  survival  is  survival, 
and  war  is  rather  beside  the  point.  For  a  veteran  this 
is  a  difficult  fact  to  face  up  to,  not  only  because 
it  is  a  grim  one,  but  also  because  it  is  often  an  obscured 
one.  Hoffman  unmasks  it  as  few  novelists  have  done. 
In  doing  so  he  proves  himself  a  veteran  of  twentieth 
century  realism;  with  the  simple  instruments  of  clear 
vision  and  candor  he  probes  the  war  that  is  life  for 
whatever  values  or  non-values  it  may  suggest.  His 
probing  produces  both  tickle  and  hurt,  and  both  are 
thoroughly  legitimate.  Life,  as  Hoffman  views  it, 
plays  strange  tricks  on  those  who  would  thrive  in 
this  world,  and  the  reader  is  encouraged  more  than 
once  to  ask  of  himself  if  it  is  not  better  merely  to 
endure. 

This  is  by  way  of  saying  that  Yancey's  War  is,  above 
all,  a  mature  work,  mature  in  both  technique  and 
vision.  It  is  sophisticated  in  the  best  sense  of  the  word 
in  that  it  strikes  an  equilibrium  of  humor  and 
seriousness.  Fiction  which  realizes  such  a  balance 
speaks  meaningfully  about  life  without  judging  or 
moralizing  and  fulfills  the  higher  function  of  art  in 
pointing  the  way  to  some  sort  of  meaningful  or  at 
least  endurable  order  for  living.  Realism  in  fiction 
cannot  be  fully  justified  until  it  somehow  accomplishes 
this.  All  too  frequently  it  does  not;  in  Yancey's  War 
it  does. 

Not  the  least  of  Hoffman's  accomplishments  is  that 
of  taking  an  unpromising  character  and  making  him 
unforgettable.  Yancey's  obnoxious  presence  often 
makes  the  reader  squirm,  but  as  his  story  unfolds, 
losing  none  of  its  basic  obnoxiousness,  the  reader  finds 
it  increasingly  difficult  to  forgive  his  absence  from 
the  scene.  This  is  Yancey's  book,  and  that  in  itself 
places  the  author  at  a  disadvantage,  one  which  Hoffman 
faces  with  obvious  relish  and  resourcefulness  aplenty. 
One  cannot  resist  associating  Yancey  with  Petras  of 
The  Trumpet  Unblown,  and  yet  neither  deserves  it. 
Yancey  is  very  particularly  Yancey,  but  he  is  not  the 
sort  of  particular  that  can  be  shoved  back  into  a  neat 
little  isolated  corner  of  the  mind.  Rather,  he  is  all 
over  the  place,  rubbing  off  on  everybody  and  every- 
thing, whether  we  like  it  or  not. 
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Without  any  loss  of  naturalness  Yancey's  War  pleases 
with  its  sense  of  structure  and  completeness.  There  is 
little  that  is  superfluous,  even  small  details  are  very- 
much  to  the  point,  and  then  there  is  always  that  superb 
balance  of  the  laughable  and  the  tragic.  This  balance 
can  he  seen  within  passages  and  in  the  juxtaposition 
of  episodes.  Yancey  with  the  throttle  out  makes  us 
laugh  despite  all  the  danger  and  folly.  Lighthorse 
Harry  Box  on  maneuvers  in  Georgia  is  one  of  the  most 
hilarious  figures  in  modern  fiction,  but  he  is  no  more 
amusing  than  Yancey  is  alternately  repulsive  and 
terrifying  in  his  mid-Atlantic  self-indulgence  and  con- 
fession. Finally,  without  the  slightest  suggestion  of 
contrivance,  the  novel  comes  full  circle  in  a  most 
satisfying  way.  Following  an  appropriately  violent 
climax  which  finds  all  of  the  principals  placed  equally 
"on  the  rack"  as  war  is  often  pleased  to  do,  there  is 
the  inevitable  lull  in  which,  for  narrator  and  reader 
alike,  all  experience  and  feeling  and  values  take  on  a 
grayness  which  is  like  nothing  so  much  as  the  grayness 
of  a  quitted  and  uncertain  and  smoke-filled  battlefield, 
or  the  grayness  of  life  itself  when  we  face  it  with  com- 
plete honesty.  Even  the  black  and  white  of  a  war  like 
Yancey's  find  merciful  relief  in  this  closing  neutrality. 

These  things,  it  seems  to  me,  are  central  to  the  power 
of  Yancey's  War.  The  degree  of  their  excellence  is 
suggested  by  the  fact  that  within  the  limited  space 
of  this  review  they  have  supplanted  comment  upon 
such  figures  as  the  sensitive  Richmonder  who  tells  us 
the  story,  or  Yancey's  fascinatingly  beautiful  wife,  or 
the  cool,  collected,  disinterested  soldier-professor — 
any  one  of  whom  would  stand  out  in  any  novel.  Hoff- 
man's canvas  is  as  full  as  it  is  taut;  it  bears  the  closest 
sort  of  inspection,  only  to  startle  the  observer  with  its 
bold  proportions  and  perspective  as  he  backs  off  to 
that  clarifying  distance  which  every  genuine  work  of 
art  demands  and  deserves. 

At  the  last,  the  narrator,  moving  swiftly  though 
somewhat  tipsily  from  cemetery  to  bistro,  makes  an 
impossible  request — the  impossibility  of  which  is  the 
final  vindication  of  the  skill  of  Hoffman,  the  novelist. 
Even-  reader  deserves  the  right  to  discover  the  nature 
of  this  impossibilitv  for  himself.

THE  TROJAN  WAR:  THE  CHRONICLES  OF 
DICTYS  OF  CRETE  AND  DARES  THE  PHRYGIAN, 

translated  by  R.  M.  Frazer,  Jr.,  '52.  {Indiana  University 
Press.  185  pp.  $6,)  reveals  the  shoddy,  Pax  Romana  re- 
workings  of  the  Iliad  of  Homer  that  ironically  provided 
more  scaffolding  for  subsequent  literature  than  the  original 
epic.  Lionel  Casson,  professor  of  classics  at  New  York 
University,  is  author  of  "Masters  of  Ancient  Comedy," 
"Six  Plays  of  Plautus,"  and  many  other  translations 
from  Latin  and  Greek.

Shakespeare's  Troilus  and  Cressida,  Chaucer's 
Troilus  and  Criseyde,  Caxton's  Recuyell  of  the  Historyes 
of  Troy  (the  first  printed  book  in  English),  the  many 
ballads  and  stories  and  poems  of  the  Middle  Ages 
whose  subject  is  the  celebrated  struggle  between  Greek 
and  Trojan  have  no  connection  or  merely  the  faintest 
with  Homer's  immortal  epic.    Their  inspiration,  as  it 


happens,  stems  from  a  pair  of  fourth-rate  pieces  of 
literature  written  almost  a  millennium  after  Homer's 
day. 

During  the  first  and  second  centuries  A.D.,  the 
worldly  and  sophisticated  age  of  the  Pax  Romana, 
one  literary  genre  that  enjoyed  somewhat  of  a  vogue 
was  the  updating  of  ancient  legends,  the  retelling  of 
them  in  down-to-earth  terms  that  did  away  with  such 
fairy-story  stuff  as  divine  interventions,  immortal 
horses,  magic  armor,  and  the  like.  Naturally,  a  prime 
target  was  Homer.  Two  particular  reworkings  of  the 
Iliad  lived  on  to  gain  wide  popularity  among  the 
literati  of  the  Middle  Ages  and,  consequently,  to  have 
an  important  effect  upon  the  course  of  Western 
literature:  the  Ephemeris  Belli  Troiani  (Journal  of 
the  Trojan  War),  by  "Dictys  of  Crete,"  and  the 
De  Excidio  Troiae  Historia  (History  of  the  Fall  of 
Troy),  by  "Dares  the  Phrygian." 

Who  actually  wrote  them  we  have  no  idea;  the 
alleged  authors  are  part  of  the  reworking;  for  added 
verisimilitude  the  narratives  are  cast  in  the  form  of 
eye-witness  reports  attributed  to  fictional  active 
participants,  to  Dictys,  a  member  of  the  Greek  armed 
forces,  in  the  one  case,  to  Dares  of  Troy  in  the  other. 
Prefacing  Dicty's  account  is  a  letter  supposedly  from 
a  high-ranking  Roman  official,  which  tells  how  the 
manuscript  was  miraculously  discovered  after  having 
spent  centuries  in  a  tin  box  in  Dictys's  grave — a 
device  which,  with  variations,  reappears  in  Poe, 
Dickens,  and  a  host  of  lesser  lights.  Prefacing  Dares's 
is  a  similar  letter  ascribing  the  miraculous  discovery 
of  his  manuscript  to  a  well-known  Roman  biographer. 

Of  the  two,  the  Dares's  was  far  more  widely  read 
and  had  the  greater  influence,  partly  because  it  favored 
the  Trojan  side  (medieval  sympathies  were  solidly 
pro-Trojan),  partly  because  it  was  written  in  kinder- 
garten Latin.  Dares's  version  compresses  the  whole 
of  the  Iliad  plus  half  a  dozen  other  legends  about 
Troy  into  some  thirty  pages,  has  the  Trojans  win 
practically  every  battle  (except  the  last,  of  course), 
replaces  Homer's  unforgettable  scenes  on  Olympus 
and  confrontations  of  God  and  man  with  jargon  about 
organization,  logistics,  tactics,  etc.,  has  Achilles  ever 
on  the  battlefield  and  never  sulking  in  his  tent.  Finally, 
it  kills  him  off  not  with  an  arrow  in  the  heel  but  with 
a  dagger  stroke  in  the  side  delivered  during  a  secret 
conclave  at  which  the  great  hero  was  ready  to  betray 
the  entire  Greek  army  to  satisfy  his  uncontrollable 
passion  for  a  shapely  Trojan  princess. 

This  miserable  rump  version  of  Homer's  grand  tale 
inspired  a  lengthy  epic,  Le  Roman  de  Troie,  by  the 
twelfth-century  Norman  poet  Benoit  de  Sainte-Maure ; 
Benoit's  poem  inspired  a  Latin  prose  imitation  by  the 
thirteenth-century  Sicilian  physician  Guido  delle 
Colonne;  Guido's  work  inspired  a  poem  by  Boccaccio, 
and  it  is  Boccaccio's  inspiration  that  we  must  thank 
for  Chaucer's  gentle  and  sorrowful  Troilus  and  Criseyde. 
In  the  fifteenth  century  Guido's  Latin  was  translated 
into  French ;  Caxton  turned  the  French  into  English — 
and  Shakespeare's  mocking  and  bitter  Troilus  and 
Cressida  owes  most  of  its  material  to  Caxton  with 
some  additions  from  Chaucer  and  Chapman's  Homer. 

Dictys's  version,  though  much  more  extensive  and 
better  written,  has  played  but  a  minor  role  in  literary 
history  and,  as  a  consequence,  has  had  less  attention. 
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Though  translated  into  French,  German,  and  Italian, 
it  was  never  put  into  English.  R.  M.  Frazer  has  done 
us  signal  service  by  filling  that  lack,  and  he  has  en- 
hanced his  book's  value  no  end  by  including  a  new 
translation  of  Dares.  The  renditions  are  straight- 
forward and  readable — almost  too  much  so:  Dares, 
whose  Latin  has  all  the  elegance  of  a  ticker-tape  dis- 
patch, is  considerably  upgraded  in  Frazer's  English. 
The  introduction  is  concise  and  informative. 


Financing  An  Education: 
The  College  Bank  Loan 


LET'S  NOT  BE  GRAVE,  by  Natalie  Blanton;  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  1965;  54  pages. 

Let's  Not  Be  Grave  is  a  new  book  of  poems  by  Natalie 
Blanton.  Readers  of  the  Alumni  Record  may  re- 
member reviews  of  her  two  earlier  books,  In  Thai  Cay, 
1950,  and  The  Door  Opened,  1959.  Mrs.  Blanton' s 
Hampden-Sydney  connections  are  numerous:  her 
father,  the  late  Dr.  Frank  Talbot,  '86,  was  a  trustee  of 
the  College  and  her  brother,  the  late  Frank  Talbot 
MeFaden,  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1921.  Three 
sons  are  also  Hampden-Sydney  alumni:  Charles  A. 
Blanton,  II,  '44,  Dr.  Frank  M.  Blanton,  '43,  and  Dr. 
Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  Jr.,  '41.  She  is  the  widow  of 
Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  '10. 

This  book  contains  thirty-six  poems  which,  as  the 
dedication  to  her  grandchildren  suggests,  are  intended 
primarily  for  children.  Two  are  especially  appealing 
to  young  readers.  "The  Happy  Rabbit's  Hopping 
Habit"  is  an  amusing  blend  of  sounds  and  rhythms  to 
delight  any  child  who  has  every  pretended  to  be  a 
rabbit.  "What's  the  Matter  With  the  Frogs?"  has  a 
hypnotic  refrain  that  occurs  after  every  second  line, 
and  children  are  sure  to  join  in  the  frog-chorus:  Leedle, 
leedle,  leedle,  leedle.  .  .  .  There  are  several  poems  about 
Christmas  and  a  whimsical  look  at  the  problem  of 
buying  shoes  for  families  of  centipedes  which  children 
should  also  enjoy. 

Although  Mrs.  Blanton  writes  successful  light  verse 
for  children,  her  best  poems  in  Let's  Not  Be  Grave  are, 
despite  the  title,  rather  grave,  and  (partly  for  that 
reason)  more  suitable  for  adults.  "The  Stray"  is  a 
poem  well  worth  the  mature  reader's  while.  It  pre- 
sents a  skillfully  sustained  metaphor  of  a  "small 
sorrow"  that  whines  its  way  into  a  human  heart  like 
a  lost  dog  until  "it  became  so  big  it  overwhelmed  me." 

Mrs.  Blanton  handles  quatrains,  couplets,  iambic 
pentameter  stanzas — even  blank  verse — with  ease 
and  she  exercises  a  skillful  control  over  meter  and 
rhyme.  Like  Emily  Dickinson,  she  employs  under- 
statement and  condensation  to  achieve  an  epigram- 
matic effect,  as  in  "The  Part  of  Wisdom,"  or  a  stark 
but  beautiful  simplicity,  as  in  "Legacy" — a  poem 
which  is  described  best  in  its  own  words:  "a  good,  fine 
needed  thing."

(Editor's  note:  The  following  article  by  Allen  Phillips 
appeared  in  the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  in  August. 
With  the  report  on  admissions  by  Mr.  Drew  in  this 
issue  of  the  Record,  it  was  thought  that  this  article  on 
financing  an  education  would  be  of  interest  to  our  alumni 
who  have  sons  and  daughters  ready  to  enter  college.  The 
article  is  concerned  with  loan  programs  in  Virginia 
banks,  but  similar  programs  are  also  in  effect  throughout 
the  country.) 

Starting  college  soon?  How's  your  academic 
rating?  If  it's  good  you  may  not  have  to  pay  a 
cent  for  a  college  education  until  after  graduation. 
Or,  perhaps  your  parents  will  pick  up  the  tab  on 
the  installment  plan. 

Either  way,  for  those  seeking  a  higher  educa- 
tion in  Virginia,  there  are  two  loan  programs  re- 
volving around  most  of  the  state's  banks. 

The  beneficiaries  are  the  vast  number  of  students 
of  average  ability  and  average  means  who  do  not 
qualify  for  scholarship  help. 

The  State  Education  Assistance  Authority 
(SEAA)  expects  to  be  busy  matching  students 
with  funds  as  it  enters  its  fourth  year  of  opera- 
tions. 

The  program  passed  2,945  loans  during  the  12 
months  ended  June  30,  more  than  three  times  the 
number  during  the  first  vear  of  the  program  which 
began  July  1,  1961. 

Hugh  Leach,  the  authority's  executive  director, 
estimated  that  about  25  per  cent  more  students 
will  take  advantage  of  the  program  during  the 
approaching  academic  year.  Its  growth  will  con- 
tinue at  the  same  level,  he  said. 

The  SEAA  does  not  actually  loan  money,  but 
insures  up  to  80  per  cent  loans  made  by  partici- 
pating banks  from  their  own  funds.  Loan  appli- 
cations are  initiated  at  one  of  the  participating 
banks. 
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Paralleling  the  state  program  are  the  educational 
loan  plans  offered  by  the  banks  themselves. 

Bank  education  loans  are  not  unlike  regular 
loans,  such  as  new  car  financing.  And,  as  one  bank 
loan  officer  put  it,  the  comparison  is  apt,  for  almost 
anyone  who  can  qualify  to  get  a  loan  on  a  new  cur 
is  a  likely  prospect  for  a  college  loan . 

But  there  are  important  differences  between  the 
two  plans. 

SEAA-insured  loans  can  be  made  only  to  Vir- 
ginia residents  who  are  accepted  for  enrollment, 
or  are  already  students  in  good  standing,  at  a  Vir- 
ginia college.    Part-time  students  are  not  eligible. 

Veterinary  students  may  be  allowed  study  at 
certain  out-of-state  schools.  If  a  student  meets 
these  criteria,  the  loan  is  made  to  him,  in  amounts 
up  to  $750  per  academic  year,  or  a  maximum  for 
all  four  years  of  83,000. 

Bank  education  loans  are  not  usually  made  in 
the  student's  name  but  his  parents'.  But  these 
loans  can  be  used  for  study  at  any  college,  and 
academic  standing  is  not  a  major  factor. 

Under  a  bank  loan,  the  sky  is  virtually  the 
borrowing  limit.  Some  Richmond  banks  will  pro- 
vide loans  up  to  S10.000  to  cover  a  student's  ex- 
penses at  any  accredited  college  or  university, 
anywhere  in  the  world. 

Besides  the  general  outline  of  the  two  plans,  the 
borrower  must  make  a  choice  between  the  pay- 
back terms. 

Under  a  SEAA  plan,  interest  accrues  on  an 
original  loan  note  while  the  student  is  still  in  col- 
lege at  the  rate  of  4.5  per  cent  per  year  simple 
interest.  Six  months  after  leaving  college  the 
borrower  gives  the  bank  a  monthly  installment 
note  in  exchange  for  the  original  note. 

The  charge  on  the  installment  note  is  5  per  cent 
per  year. 

The  student  can  avoid  added  interest  charges 
by  earlier  payback. 

Interest  on  straight  bank  loans,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  about  the  same  as  the  interest  rate  on  a 
new  car  loan — \x/i  to  6  per  cent. 

Repayment  of  a  bank  loan  begins  immediately. 
That  is,  parents  start  making  monthly  install- 
ment payments.  The  payments  can  be  spread  over 
four  years,  so  that  by  graduation  day  the  loan  has 
been  cleared,  or  one  or  two  additional  years  can 
be  taken. 

By  the  end  of  June,  the  Education  Assistance 
Authority  had  insured  loans  amounting  to 
$4,519,908.  Since  its  inception,  the  program  has 
had  to  disburse  only  $5,476  to  lending  banks  under 
the  80  per  cent  insurance  commitment,  as  a  result 
of  defaults  by  14  borrowers. 

Leach  said  such  a  low  default  rate  is  "ex- 
ceptional," and  attests  to  the  responsibility  of 
college  funds  borrowers.  Richmond  banks  report 
their  experience  has  been  about  as  good. 

Banks  do  not  release  figures  on  the  number  of 
college  loans  they  make,  for  competitive  reasons, 
but  officials  of  major  Richmond  banks  say  they 
have  noticed  a  sharp  annual  increase  in  appli- 
cations for  such  loans. 


Their  interest  in  this  loan  market  is  indicated 
by  the  appointment  of  college  loan  specialists  to 
process  the  applications. 

Central  National  Bank,  State-Planters  Bank  of 
Commerce  and  Trusts  and  First  and  Merchants 
National  Bank  all  have  such  specialists. 

The  Bank  of  Virginia,  in  addition,  has  worked 
up  a  number  of  special  publications,  one  of  which 
lists  all  colleges  and  universities  in  the  state  and 
shows  the  costs  of  enrollment  at  each. 

One  college  loan  specialist  commented  that  he 
was  beginning  to  feel  more  like  an  education  ad- 
viser than  a  bank  officer,  but  summed  up  the 
feeling  of  many  in  other  financial  institutions  when 
he  said,  "We  feel  this  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant programs  we  have."

Chapman  Hunter  Chilton,  1858  Graduate 

The  following  article  was  prepared  by  Eleanor  Chilian 
of  Lynchburg,  Virginia,  a  granddaughter  of  Chapman 
Hunter  Chilton.  As  Miss  Chilton  points  out,  here  is  an 
example  of  a  family  tradition  of  attendance  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  unto  the  third  and  fourth  generations.  We  are 
grateful  to  her  for  letting  us  have  this  sketch. 

Chapman  Hunter  Chilton,  Class  of  1858,  taught 
school  for  many  years  in  Appomattox  County,  and 
was  principal  of  Union  Academy,  a  private  academy 
at  Spout  Spring,  before 
becoming  the  first  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  of 
Appomattox  Count v  in 
1870.  He  held  that 
position  for  nearly  25 
years,  ending  in  1897 
(except  for  a  four-year 
period  when  politics  gave 
the  position  to  another). 

When  Mr.  Chilton  en- 
rolled at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  in  1854, 
Lewis  W.  Green,  great- 
grandfather of  the  late 
Adlai  Stevenson,  was 
president  of  the  insti- 
tution, and  during  his 
administration  the 
number  of  students  in- 
creased and  academic  standards  were  raised.  In- 
cidentally, when  Mr.  Chilton's  great-grandson,  Charles 
Chapman  Binford,  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney 
in  1952,  the  late  Adlai  Stevenson,  then  a  candidate 
for  President  of  the  United  States,  gave  the  commence- 
ment address. 

During  the  session  1854-1855,  Mr.  Chilton  attended 
classes  of  Dr.  Joseph  R.  Wilson,  Professor  of  Physical 
Science  at  Hampden-Sydney.  Dr.  Wilson  was  the 
father  of  President  Woodrow  Wilson. 

Mr.  Chilton,  in  a  class  of  fourteen  graduates,  was 
awarded  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1858.  In  1863 
he  received  a  Master  of  Arts  degree.

The  tradition  of  Hampden-Sydney  as  a  family 
school  is  borne  out  by  his  descendants  who  have 
attended  the  college. 

Grandsons  who  attended:  Class  of  '23 — Dr.  Chap- 
man Hunter  Binford,  Medical  Director  Leonard  Wood 
Memorial  (American  Leprosy  Foundation),  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  He  was  awarded  a  D.Sc.  degree  by 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1962.  Class  of  '26 — John  Shearer 
Chilton,  died  of  typhoid  fever  a  few  weeks  after 
enrollment.  Class  of  '36 — Leslie  Howlett  Morriss,  a 
farmer  of  Farmville,  Virginia.  Class  of  '36 — David 
Mott  Robertson,  has  followed  the  teaching  profession 
of  his  grandfather.  He  was  awarded  a  M.A.  degree 
from  the  University  of  Virginia  and  is  now  Supervisor 
of  Elementary  Education,  Roanoke,  Virginia.
